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[Music] regularly scheduled programming will not be seen so that we may bring you this special presentation 
from nbc news the astrodome houston texas 40 000 republican delegates and supporters anticipating a big 
moment they're trailing but tonight they think george bush will hit a grand slam home run and the man you 
see at the podium right now needs to get on tonight as well in scoring position dan quayle vice president of 
the united states about to accept the nomination of his party for a second turn [Music] from nbc news 
decision 92 the republican national convention here is tom brokaw good evening once again from the 
astrodome in houston texas the concluding night of the republican national convention the pressure on 
tonight the team of george bush and dan quayle trailing by a considerable margin going into this week all the 
latest indications are that they have closed that gap by how much we cannot say but a lot will depend on the 
appearances tonight of the vice president and later this evening president bush now let's go to dan delegates 
to this convention and friends around america with gratitude and a sense of mission once again i accept your 
nomination as vice president of the united states 
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[Applause] tonight tonight i am stronger more confident and more determined than ever to reelect our great 
president george bush i know my critics wish i were not standing here tonight they don't like our values they 
look down on our beliefs they're afraid of our ideas and they know the american people stand on our side 
and that's and that's why when someone confronts them and challenges them they will stop at nothing to 
destroy him and i say to them you have failed i stand i stand before you and before the american people 
unbowed unbroken and ready to keep fighting for our beliefs [Applause] i come from i come from huntington 
a small farming community in indiana i had an upbringing like many in my generation a life built around family 
public school little league basketball and church on sunday 
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and church on sunday my brother and i shared a room in our two-bedroom house and we walked to school 
together this was life in small town america our people were strong and we believed in the traditional values 
of middle america marilyn and i have tried to teach our children these values like faith in god love of family 
and appreciation of freedom we have also taught them about family issues like adoption my parents adopted 
twins when i was 10 years old we've we've taught our children to respect single parents and their challenges 
challenges that faced my grandmother many years ago and my own sister today and we've taught our 
children about the tragedy of diseases like breast cancer which took the life of maryland's mother marilyn 
and i have hosted an annual event called the race for the cure of breast cancer two months ago twenty 
thousand runners men and women young and old joined us in our nation's capital to race for the cure by 
leading the battle against breast cancer in memory of her mother maryland has taken a family tragedy and 


turned it into hopes for others [Music] like so many americans for me family comes first when family values 
are undermined our country suffers all too often parents struggle to instill character in their sons and 
daughters only to see their values belittled and 
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only to see their values belittled and their beliefs mocked by those who look down on america americans try 
to raise their children to understand right and wrong only to be told that every so-called lifestyle alternative is 
morally equivalent that is wrong [Applause] the gap the gap between us and our opponents is a cultural 
divide it is not just a difference between being conservative and liberal it is a difference between fighting for 
what's right and refusing to see what's wrong [Applause] families can also be strengthened by empowering 
our people with low taxes home ownership parental choice in education job training safe streets a clean 
environment and affordable health care in all of these areas we have a reform agenda and it's time for 
congress to get out of the way and to pass the president's plan [Applause] hmm speaking of reform our legal 
system speaking of reform our legal system is spinning out of control the explosion of frivolous lawsuits 
burdens our economy and weakens our system of justice

system of justice america has five percent of the world's population and 70 percent of the world's lawyers 
now i have nothing against lawyers at least most of them i'm i'm a lawyer and i'm married to a lawyer when 
we worked our way through night law school marilyn and i look forward with pride to becoming part of the 
finest legal system in the world but today our country has a problem our legal system is costing consumers 
300 billion dollars a year the litigation explosion has damaged our competitiveness it has wiped out jobs it 
has forced doctors to quit practicing in places where they're needed most every american knows this legal 
system is broken and now is the time to fix it the president's council on competitiveness which i chair will 
continue to lead the charge against unnecessary federal regulation we've worked to save jobs and to save 
lives we've reformed the drug approval process to speed up the availability of new medicines for people with 
life-threatening diseases like cystic fibrosis cancer and aids and what what is the response of the democrats 
in congress they've tried to kill the council on competitiveness which stands up for the american people and 
against the bureaucrats and against the special interests they they think the competitiveness council should 
go they don't get it it's time for them to 
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they don't get it it's time for them to go [Applause] you know you know if the democrats in congress the 
democrats in congress can't run their own restaurant can't run their own post office can't run their own bank 
they sure can't be trusted to run our [Applause] country i hope everybody who watched the democratic 
convention notice how they hid their congressional leaders you couldn't find them anywhere maybe it was a 
slick idea to keep those democratic congressmen and senators under wraps but on election day but on 
election day they're going to learn a hard lesson you can run from a tv camera you can even run from your 
own delegates but you can't hide from the voters of america [Applause] so so again so again there's only one 
thing to say about the spend everything block everything do nothing democratic congress it's time for them to 


go 
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and it's time and it's time and it's time to change congress for good almost 16 years ago in my first speech as 
a member of the house of representatives i propose limiting the terms of congress [Music] the democratic 
congress the democratic congress tell us that it's good for the country to limit ronald reagan and george bush 
to two terms as president i say to them if it's good for the country to limit ronald reagan and george bush to 
two terms then it would be great for the country to limit the terms of senators george mitchell and ted 
kennedy and the rest of that liberal democratic crowd down there in [Applause] washington [Applause] none 
of the reforms none of the reforms i've just mentioned has any support from bill clinton bill clinton talks about 


change but he can't really change america because the special interest won't let him he can't say a word not 
one single word about legal reform because the trial lawyers won't let him he can't support he can't support 
he can't support school choice for parents because the education lobby won't let him and he will not join the 
majority of americans in supporting term limits because the democrat congress won't let him and he can't 
fight for the traditional family because his supporters in hollywood and the media elite won't let him [Music] 
my friends my friends bill clinton and the special interests 
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bill clinton and the special interests will never run america because we won't let them you know you know 
[Applause] for more now speaking of the media for more than a month the media have been telling us that 
bill clinton and al gore are moderates if they're moderates then i'm a world champion speller [Applause] we 
we are the true voice for change and we do not take our marching orders from the special interests on behalf 
of legal reform and education reform we've taken on the strongest forces of the status quo and we will not 
back down on behalf of deregulation and term limits we've taken on the democratic congress and we will not 
back down and on behalf of family values we've taken on hollywood and immediately and we will not back 
down it's been said it's been said and it's true that a leader gives his people character and 
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a leader gives his people character and once again america is going to choose a leader who has judgment 
experience and moral strength four years ago none of us knew that the berlin wall would fall the iron curtain 
would be lifted the baltic nations would be free communism would be dead and buried the soviet union would 
cease to exist and the threatening ss-18 ballistic missiles would be history nor did we know that we would be 
called upon to confront the aggression of a middle east tyrant but four years ago we did know this whatever 
lay ahead there was a clear choice to lead us there was one man we could trust to guide our journey to a 
new century and because we elected george bush as our president america is stronger and the world is 
[Music] [Applause] safer [Applause] my friends now listen let's listen listen to this now listen to this in an 
attempt an attempt to establish credibility in foreign policy governor clinton recently compared himself to 
former governor ronald reagan i know ronald reagan ronald reagan is a friend of mine and bill clinton you're 
no ronald reagan 
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the democratic the democratic nominee the democratic nominee calls america the mockery of the world but 
he and his running mate are the only ones that believe that to governor clinton i say this america is the 
greatest nation in the world and that's one thing you're not going to change these last four years i've worked 
i've worked with a man who represents so much of what's good in our country a man whose public and 
personal life are the embodiment of character every day in that oval office i see the dedication of a husband 
father and grandfather the self-reliance of an entrepreneur the courage of a navy pilot the dependability of a 
loyal friend the compassion of a man of faith and the wisdom of the man who married barbara bush george 
bush has given us great victories abroad and perform great deeds at home but as theodore roosevelt said 
the greatest victories are yet to be won and the greatest deeds are yet to be done we will go on fighting for 
the values the hopes and the dreams of our people we will take this campaign to every american into every 
state we will win because of our principles we will win because of our beliefs and we will build in america 
more secure in the values of faith family and freedom in these difficult times america needs the very best 
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america needs the very best the best in character the best in leadership and the best in judgment and the 
very best is our nominee our president george bush thank you very much god bless you and god bless 
america dan quayle in his most conspicuous appearance easily this week he has been largely out of sight 
although he did appear in the hole last night when his wife maryland spoke and there she is because they 
now are being paired as a political team she is expected to take a much more active invisible role during the 


course of this campaign the unusual situation last night in which the wife of the vice president spoke to the 
hall of comparing the quails as uh baby boomers with other members of their generation saying that they 
didn't succeed they they did not accede to the temptations that others did rather strident speech pouching 
other soft language on the part of maryland quail but she raised the question of fidelity and draft dodging and 
smoking dope all questions that they hope will linger somehow in the clinton side of the equation quail family 
john chancellor i think he the vice president uh lived up to the expectations about his speech tonight i think 
he met the challenge and delivered it well and forcefully he seemed at times to be nervously pushing it a bit 
but i think in the end this has done him a lot of good in the party a lot of good and he as he so often has for 
george bush he's done the job he was asked to do he is described as the last bastion of the reagan 
revolution within the bush administration as a true believer george bush still calls himself a reagan republican 
but this young man and he is only 45 years old is in fact that he grew up in a conservative environment and 
he by and large pursued the conservative agenda and even though 
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agenda and even though even though tonight he managed to raise the name of ted kennedy in a caustic 
fashion they were partners on the hill on a job training piece of legislation that received a fair amount of 
attention yes but saying two words in front of this crowd guarantees you a reaction one word is ted the other 
word is kennedy whale has done he's developed a sense of humor and he kidded himself tonight about 
being a world-class speller he has this little act that he puts on when he goes around town he says do you 
know how i spell liberal here's how i spell liberal c | in to n and it's a kind of a he's getting some polish and 
interestingly enough he has turned the famous potato incident to his advantage he did it tonight here and i i 
suspect we'll hear more about spelling they're hoping that americans will identify with that they've also 
invoked that phrase from four years ago that lloyd benson used to such a devastating effect on him he's 
when lloyd benson said uh as dan quayle in that debate compared himself to john f kennedy and lloyd 
benson said i knew john kennedy he was a friend of mine you know john kennedy tonight uh he took that 
around and used it again they probably have worn that one i don't think that the joke has much shelf life 
that's getting to be the if it's tuesday it must be belgium of this convention well we'll we'll be back with more 
about dan quayle and anticipating the speech here tonight of george herbert walker bush running for the 
second term of president of the united states right after this [Music] we're back at the astrodome in houston 
texas the site of the republican national convention the concluding night the climactic moment is about to be 
with us that is the appearance here of president bush in the speech that even his friends and neighbors are 
now describing the most important speech of his political life they did try to dampen 
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political life they did try to dampen the expectation some last night but they have been overrun frankly by the 
need for the president to make a very strong appearance here tonight to continue the momentum that quite 
candidly has been developed here in this hall throughout this week and according to the polls that have been 
taken around the country a quick snapshot of how america has been responding it does appear that bill 
Clinton's lead has been narrowed somehow much we cannot say at this time george george bush will be uh 
speaking here there's the tape of george bush arriving here tonight he's already in the hall that's his son jeb 
his wife they're from uh south florida they're very active in the hispanic community there and it was their son 
who appeared here last night george p bush who ended up saying viva bush so that's an important part of 
the republican plan republican party strategy for the fall is to do well among the hispanic voters george bush 
has trouble with the language from time to time he will not have that trouble tonight my guess is but he has 
said in the past among other things i have opinions of my own strong opinions but i don't always agree with 
him well let's see what his opinions may be tonight in the speech tim russert is down on the floor now he's 
been talking with some of the speech crafters and other people around him tim tom what the bush people are 
telling me is that the american people believe george bush is a capable man what he has to demonstrate 
tonight is that he is interested in applying those talents to the domestic agenda he's gonna first start out by 
talking about governor clinton's lack of military service and foreign policy service the foreign policy 
experience moved quickly into uh comments about the democratic-controlled congress and the risk of having 


both a president and congress of the democratic party and then move very quickly into what he is his 
domestic and economic agenda i must tell you tom reading through the speech there's not much new here 
he's going to call for tax cut only if they're offset by spending cuts he wants a constitutional limit the balanced 
budget a line-item veto many of the things he's tried to get unsuccessfully 
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unsuccessfully all right thanks very much tim russert one of the president's most outspoken and faithful 
advisers and proponents is with maria schreiber right now he carries the same name as the president of the 
united states maria that's right george bush but not junior right welcome let me ask you everybody's saying 
your father needs to redefine himself reconnect with this audience tonight what's he going to do to do that 
well part of us just show up as a fighter and a warrior for what he believes uh for nine months he's taking a 
pretty harsh pounding from press people running against him and and now he's got to come and sir be a 
candidate and he will you've spoken to him today yesterday he said he's got butterflies how nervous is he 
about this speech he didn't seem too nervous to me but uh listening to bob dole but uh i think he's confident 
he's given a lot of big speeches in his day you know he had the ferraro debate which was a lot of pressure 
he had his 88 convention speech it's being called the speech of his life you know somebody said are you 
going to win a con election on a speech and the answer is no because the election day is not tomorrow 
you've got 70-day campaign i don't think you've used it that way i think he uses the time to engage as a 
candidate but if people want to say it's a speech of his life they're welcome to do it he doesn't feel that many 
people in your father's campaign that i've spoken with say that this is the most formidable opponent he's ever 
faced you just told me before we went on you've never been more confident you don't agree well i think i'm 
not so first of all i'm saying if bill clinton is more forbiddable than michael dukakis that's not saying much and 
uh secondly we'll see i mean this is a long campaign uh leed seems to be eroding right now in the polls or 
whatever that means and uh i just know this that when you compare george bush his heart backbone 
courage experience and what he believes compared to bill clinton i think it's a winner george bush is a 
winner but why haven't people gotten that sense your father let us finish the convention he's been in office 
for four years they still don't seem to know what he stands for how's he going to change that just tell him to 
stay tuned to the convention speech and i'll have and i feel very confident that they'll know where he stands 
they knew where he stood a year ago a recession comes which is not good for an 
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recession comes which is not good for an incumbent and an anti-washington feeling where it's much easier 
to blame the president than the congress and he will address that tonight and i think the american people 
hopefully watch and then they'll see what i'm saying thank you very much maria thank you thank you good 
luck back to you tom thank you maria george w bush who is a texan he's a part owner of the texas rangers 
he was a fighter pilot in the national guard here he has an uncanny physical resemblance to his father and 
when there are reports of trouble in the white house he very quickly gets on a plane and goes from texas to 
the white house and paces the corridors and he finds out the truth and then he shares with the president 
what he has finally found out and he very often offers him some unalloyed advice about what he ought to do 
about it that's part of what happened to john sununu frankly we'll be back with more after this [Music] that's 
the exterior and now the interior of the astrodome in houston texas the concluding night of the republican 
national convention the republicans are right on time tonight they want to get their president of the united 
states before a national television audience in the heart of primetime for the speech that he will be making to 
this audience to the country and he hopes to his future as well we want to talk about what lies ahead in terms 
of the political battleground which you can expect to see beyond the speeches beyond the rhetoric beyond 
the platforms in 1988 george bush won 426 electoral votes in 40 states in 1984 ronald reagan won 525 
electoral votes he won 49 states in 1980 ronald reagan won 489 electoral 
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in 1980 ronald reagan won 489 electoral votes and he won 44 states no one expects that this time it will be a 
blowout for either side of those proportions and almost everyone agrees republican and democrat alike that a 
lot of the battle this time will be in the industrial midwest which has been hit so hard by this long historically 
dark recession we want to talk about some of that tonight with republican party strategists beginning right at 
the top lisa myers with bob teeter lisa thank you tom very much mr teeter you're a veteran now this is your 
seventh straight republican presidential campaign this election as you say may well be decided in the 
industrial midwest what is the single most important thing you'd like someone sitting in their uh living room in 
the home your home state of michigan tonight to take the president's speech well i think that there's a very 
such a sharp distinction between where he and governor clinton would take this country in the next four 
years we've had these remarkable changes around the world in the last three years everybody understands 
now the real test for this country is how we can compete in the world over the next five or ten years and 
there's such a sharp difference between the economic direction the president would take the country and 
governor clinton would and that's what we really want to focus on what's the single most important difference 
in your view as far as those voters in the midwest are concerned well there's a very fundamental difference 
you know whether you really want to manage the economy with the federal government and whether you 
want to raise taxes and whether you want to have increased spending or whether you really want to try and 
lower taxes that you want to stimulate the economy through more incentives for savings and investment the 
kind of things that really do create jobs and and the biggest single difference i think is the things the 
president's going to talk about tonight are the things that have been proven works and the things that 
governor clinton has talked about other things we've proven over 30 years fail but with all due respect mr 
cheater doesn't the president have a credibility problem when it comes to the issue of taxes after all four 
years ago he promised not to raise taxes and then he raised i don't think he'll have any credibility problem 
after he gives this speech tonight at all uh he'll address uh the last three and a 
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uh he'll address uh the last three and a half years he'll talk about the next four years and and i think it'll be 
very clear and concise the difference between where they'd take the country thank you very much back to 
you tom thank you lisa bob teeter who's the president's uh chief pollster and one of his principal strategists 
as well tomorrow another bus tour on the part of bill clinton and al gore they'll be starting in ohio working their 
way through pennsylvania and the industrial areas of upstate new york they'll also be spending a lot of time 
during the course of this campaign in the state of michigan now presided over by a republican governor john 
engler who's there with nbc's andrea mitchell andrea right tom michigan is so important that in fact bill clinton 
is there tonight and we'll give a speech there tomorrow that's because first of all unemployment is 9.4 
governor people in your state really care about jobs more than they do about social issues how does george 
bush have to do tonight to bring back the reagan democrats in your state and to appeal to them on the 
pocketbook issues well i think he's going to talk about the future tonight i think he's going to do that he's got 
an atta he's got a tax reform agenda regulatory reform agenda that's going to be part of a second term and 
he's going to talk about that in the campaign got to draw the contrast bill clinton on cafe stands alone will cost 
40 000 auto workers their jobs you're talking about the auto emission standards absolutely that's going the 
wrong direction and interest rates are low inflation's under control jerry ford made some of those points 
tonight and i think that we've got to in the fall campaign be very aggressive in contrasting ourselves and 
talking about the opportunity lies ahead with the congress that's radically changed 150 new members are 
going to be enacting somebody's agenda better be george bush well if the economy is really the issue in 
michigan doesn't george bush as lisa myers was just asking bob teeter who is a michigan detroit resident 
doesn't he have some credibility problems with that because of the way the economy has just been stifled for 
the last four years well there's certainly i think an electorate out there that wants to assess some 
responsibility michigan interestingly enough has the highest highest percentage of our congressional 
delegation already not coming back so there's a punishment being inflicted 
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so there's a punishment being inflicted right now and i think the president's in the position to make a very 
persuasive case that the voters are correctly identifying who's really at fault what we're seeing so far in the 
initial polling that's coming out of this convention is a trend back toward george bush but primarily in the 
south and among the conservative base but not in the midwest so the reagan democrats still aren't back with 
him well it'll take a while we've got a major tax cut initiative that's on the ballot in michigan for instance in 
november that's going to be helpful it also helps to frame the debate between the parties and you've got 
clinton for 150 billion in higher taxes the president tonight talking about cutting taxes that's a great contrast 
that's a wedge in places like macomb county because they know that the cost of doing business is an impact 
on how many jobs we're going to have okay thank you very much governor john engler back to tom andrea 
before we let the governor go why don't we ask him whether he thinks that president bush will be talking a lot 
about the new north american free trade agreement between the united states canada and mexico when he 
campaigns in michigan good point will the president be talking about that new north american free trade 
agreement in michigan that is not very popular with a lot of people in the auto industry uh what is your 
assessment of how that issue plays for george bush well he talked about it in grand rapids just a couple of 
weeks ago yeah i think it is a support issue for him in michigan because we're now the third largest trading 
partner with mexico so we think a lot of our future growth is going to come in the international marketplace 
we sit on canada's border so nafta means business for michigan and i think you're seeing in the democratic 
party there's hispanics for instance in michigan organizing to support the free trade agreement some 
unionized companies supporting it because they're already linked into the marketplace with mexico so we 
can't turn inward we can't build walls that won't survive for michigan or for american that's again one of those 
differences because clinton when he was alongside ann richards was all for free trade when he's in michigan 
it's quite a different story thank you very much again john engler tom thank you andrew john cochran is on 
the floor of this convention with the man who's the keynoter for this party phil graham of 
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keynoter for this party phil graham of texas john and he's not talking yet he's gonna be talking for the next 23 
days around texas and senator phil graham speaking on behalf of george bush senator after all george bush 
is transplanted texan people here ought to know him better than anybody and yet he's behind in the polls 
here the houston chronicle had him way in double digits at the start of this week behind bill clinton if they 
know him so well why is he running behind well john when you're behind by 20 points you're behind all over 
the country we believe that we have cut that lead in half nationwide in this convention we think it's a dead 
heat in texas i'm going to be in 23 cities in the state in the next three days and i'm they know george bush but 
they don't know the clinton plan but when i finish they will they'll know about the taxes they'll know about the 
spending they'll know about the seven and a half percent payroll tax they'll know about the fact that 77 of the 
income taxes that clinton would impose would be imposed on family farms small businesses basically we're 
going to go out and tell them about the plan that clinton talked to the special interest about right now now he 
doesn't want to talk to america about now let's talk about george bush's plan he's going to stay here tonight 
that he wants to cut taxes not going to be specific about he's going to be baked talk about cutting taxes 
across the board in a second term you'll say he'll pay for it with unspecified tax cuts the next time around 
that's pretty vague are people going to buy that from the man who said no new taxes four years ago i think 
you need to remember that bill clinton has said yes to new taxes 350 billion dollars worth of them the 
president wants to gain control spending of spending balance the budget so that we can have an opportunity 
to cut taxes again on working people it's not going to be easy we've got to say no to the special interest 
before we can say no to the working people clinton is saying say no to the working people so we can say yes 
to the special interest so i think it's a clear choice seems to us texas is pretty important we're talking about 
bill clinton probably taking california and george bush to offset that needs florida jeb bush will run the 
campaign in florida you're going to have a big say here in texas can george bush win without texas he 





can george bush win without texas he can't can he no but we're going to carry texas by the time we get to 
the mid part of october clinton will write texas off senator pilgrim thank you very much john he's going to be 
busy the next 23 days on the road for george bush now back to tom thank you senator phil graham and white 
house correspondent john cochran going to be hearing so much about taxes on both sides of this campaign 
the wall street journal quoting the congressional research service says that during the reagan bush era there 
were 327 tax increases that those two presidents signed off on that amounted to 219 almost 220 billion 
dollars historic highs for tax increases in the 20th century of course they did that in conjunction with a mostly 
democratic congress but we will be hearing more and more about this in the coming days and we'll be back 
right after this [Music] from nbc news decision 92 the republican national convention once again tom brokaw 
[Music] as we continue our coverage and await the arrival here in this hall tonight of president george bush it 
is worth telling you that the astrodome has worked extraordinarily well for the republican party for the 
delegates and for all of us who are here covering this event it's a very commodious place there's room for 
almost everyone well air conditioned it's not been such a great month however for the regular summer 
occupants of this hall the houston astros they were forced to go on a road trip beginning on july 27th and 
they were gone for 28 days they'll be back we're told next tuesday they left town july 27th they went to 
atlanta for three games then they went to cincinnati for four games to los angeles for a two-game 





games to los angeles for a two-game series then to san diego for four games then to san francisco for three 
games then to chicago for four games then to st louis for three games the last tonight and finally philadelphia 
for a three-game series this weekend 26 games 28 days 9 200 miles all together up to tonight nine wins 13 
losses and if you take away the podium down there someplace you'll find second base the president ought to 
hope i would think that this hall will serve him better in the coming months than it has the astros because 
right now they are playing only 445 ball below the 500 mark they're 20 games out of first place behind atlanta 
but they will be able to return home come next tuesday what bearing all of this has on president george bush 
and this presidential campaign john chancellor i cannot say i i was just thinking while you were talking they 
really ought to rename them the houston exiles right uh bush is going to make his big speech tonight in just a 
few minutes here um we aren't talking about it because the text has been embargoed as we say in the news 
business we don't want to give you any of the details but we did poll all of the delegates here at the 
convention at this republican convention and asked them what would be mr bush's best strategy in this 
campaign against clinton and it's interesting you've heard a lot of criticism of bill clinton in this this hall in the 
last three days but only 20 of the delegates to this convention think that's the best republican strategy only 
one in five 67 which is an overwhelming number say george bush should focus focus on his 
accomplishments and i think having what we hear around here tonight that that's what mr bush is going to do 
that he's not going to spend the whole time attacking clinton like some of these other speeches speakers 
have i think he'll also be careful with his promises because if there was one phrase that he's heard to the 
point that it must be nauseating to him for four years ago it is read my lips no new taxes 
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lips no new taxes that get them in real trouble not just with the rest of america but especially with this group 
because these are true believers when it comes to taxes we want to go now to the closing moments of a 
special introductory video tape that has been prepared to bring on the president of the united states george 
bush than ever the special qualities found in the presidents who have advanced us so far gotten us to reach 
so high are the qualities we need for the next american century integrity fairness courage grit resolve wisdom 
imagination determination and leadership a president who trusts the people a president who fights for what 
we believe in a president who is committed to helping us build a better america a president who can lead 
america to the future we deserve a president we can trust to be a keeper of the flame the american spirits 
george bush he is that man [Music] there he is george bush coming to his official home of houston texas to 
accept the nomination of his party for a second term as president of the united states [Applause] president 
has an almost ideal resume for this job there's been a lot of criticism of bill clinton for having served most of 
his life in public service and not in the private sector but this 





and not in the private sector but this president has served in congress he ran for the senate he was u.n 
ambassador he was our representative of china he was the chairman of the republican national committee 
during watergate he was the head of the cia he was the vice president for eight years and he has been 
president for four years he shares at least one characteristic with bill clinton we have two presidential 
candidates who are soft powers they're both left-handed thank you very very much thank you so much thank 
you this is fantastic thank you all very very much let's go to work thank you thank you so much thank you all 
very much thank you [Music] thank you very much and i am proud to receive and i'm honored to accept your 
nomination for president of the united states and may i may i thank my dear friend and our great leader bob 
dole for that wonderful 
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leader bob dole for that wonderful introduction and and let me say this this nomination is not for me alone it's 
for the ideas principles and values that we stand for and my job my job has been made easier by a leader 
who's taken a lot of unfair criticism with grace and humor the vice president of the united states dan quayle 
and i am very grateful to him i want to talk tonight about the sharp choice that i intend to offer americans this 
fall a choice between different agendas different directions and yes a choice about the character of the man 
you want to lead this nation i know that americans have many questions about our economy about our 
country's future even questions about me and i'll answer them tonight and first i feel great and i and i'm 
heartened i'm heartened by the poles the ones that say i look better in my jogging shorts than the governor of 
arkansas four years ago four years ago i i spoke about missions for my life and for our country i spoke of one 
urgent mission defending our security and promoting the 
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defending our security and promoting the american ideal abroad just pause for a moment to reflect on what 
we've done germany is united and a slab of the berlin wall sits right outside this astrodome arabs arabs and 
israelis now sit face to face and talk peace and every hostage held in lebanon is free the conflicts the conflict 
in el salvador is over and free elections brought democracy to nicaragua black and white south africans 
cheered each other at the olympics the soviet union can only be found in history books the captive nations of 
eastern europe and the baltics are captive no more and today on the today on the rural streets of poland 
merchants sell cans of air labeled the last breath of communism and if i had stood if i had stood before you 
four years ago and described this as the world we would help to build you would have said george bush you 
must have been smoking something and you must have inhaled 
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[Applause] this convention this convention is the first at which an american president can say the cold war is 
over and freedom finished first now some some we have a lot to be proud of a lot some want to rewrite 
history want to skip over the struggle claim the outcome was inevitable and while the u.s post-war strategy 
was largely bipartisan the fact remains that the liberal mcgovern wing of the other party including my 
opponent consistently made the wrong choices and in the in the 70s in the 70s they wanted a hollow army 
we wanted a strong fighting force in the 80s and you remember this one in the 80s they wanted a nuclear 
freeze and we insisted on peace through strength 





through strength and from from angola from angola to central america they said let's negotiate deliberate 
procrastinate and we said just stand up for freedom and now now the cold war is over and they claim hey we 
were with you all the way no their their behavior really their behavior reminds me of the old con man's advice 
to the new kid he said son if you're being run out of town just get out in front and make it look like a parade 
well make no mistake make no mistake the demise of communism wasn't a sure thing it took the strong 


leadership a presence from both parties including republicans like richard nixon and gerald ford and ronald 
reagan [Applause] and and without their vision and the support of the american people the soviet union 
would be a strong superpower today and we'd be facing a nuclear threat tonight my opponents say i spend 
too much time on foreign policy as if it didn't matter that school children once hid under their desk in drills to 
prepare for nuclear war i saw the chance to rid our children's dreams of the nuclear nightmare and i did 
[Applause] 
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over the past four years more people have breathed the fresh air of freedom than in all of human history i 
saw a chance to help and i did and these and these were the two defining opportunities not of a year not of a 
decade but of an entire span of human history i seized those opportunities for our kids and our grandkids and 
i make no apologies for that now now now the soviet bear may be gone but there's still wolves in the woods 
and we saw that when saddam hussein invaded kuwait the mideast might have become a nuclear powder 
keg our energy supplies held hostage so we did what was right and what was necessary we destroyed a 
threat free to people and locked a tyrant in the prison of his own country 
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well well what about the leader of the arkansas national guard the man who the man who hopes to be 
commander in chief well i bit the bullet and he bit his nails in two days two days listen to this now two days 
after congress followed my lead my opponent said this and i quote directly i guess i would have voted with 
the majority if it was a close vote but i agree with the arguments the minority made [Music] now sounds up 
sounds to me like his policy can be summed up by a road sign he's probably seen on his bus tour slippery 
when wet look look this this is serious business think about the impact of our foreign policy failures the last 
time the democrats controlled both ends of pennsylvania avenue gas

world in the face of these challenges not my opponent in his acceptance speech he devoted just 65 seconds 
to telling us about the world and then he said that america was and i quote again i want to be fair and factual 
i quote being ridiculed everywhere will tell that to the people around the world for whom america is still a 
dream tell that to the leaders around the world from from whom america commands respect [Music] ridiculed 





ridiculed ridiculed tell that to the men and women of desert storm let me let me make let me just make an 
aside comment here because what you've been reading in the paper this is a political year but there's a lot of 
danger in the world and you can be sure i will never let politics interfere with a foreign policy decision forget 
the election i will do right what is right for the national security of the united states of america and that is a 
pledge for my heart fifty years ago 50 years ago this summer i was 18 years of age i see some young people 
in the audience tonight and i remember how i felt in those days and i i i believe deeply in this country and we 
were faced with the world war and so i made a decision to go off and fight a battle much different from 
political battles and i was scared that i was willing i 
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and i was scared that i was willing i was young but i was ready i had barely lived and i began to watch men 
die began to see the special place of america in the world and i began to see even then that the world would 
become a much smaller place in far away places because it could become more and more like america and 


50 years later after change of almost biblical proportions we know that when freedom grows america grows 
and just as a strong america means a safer world we have learned that a safer world means a stronger 
america [Music] this election this election is about change but that's not unusual because the american 
revolution is never ending today the pace of change is accelerating we face new opportunities and new 
challenges and the question is who do you trust to make change work for you my opponent my opponent my 
opponent says america is a nation in decline of our economy he says we are somewhere on the list beneath 
germany heading south towards sri lanka

who can't find a job or workers who have a job but worried that the next day will bring a pink slip and what 
about parents who scrape and struggle to send their kids to college only to find them back living at home 
because they can't get work the world is in transition and we are feeling that transition in our homes the 
defining challenge of the nineties is to win the economic competition to win the peace we must be a military 
superpower an economic superpower and an export superpower in this in this election in this election you'll 
hear two versions of how to do this theirs is to look inward and protect what we already have ours is to look 
forward to open new markets prepare our people to compete to restore our social fabric to save and invest 
so we can win we believe we believe that now that the world looks more like america it's time for america to 
look more like herself and so we offer a philosophy that puts faith in the individual not the bureaucracy a 
philosophy that empowers people to do their best so america can be at its best in a world that is safer and 
freer this 
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in a world that is safer and freer this is how we will build an america that is stronger safer and more secure 
we start with a simple fact government is too big and spends too much and i have asked congress to put a lid 
on mandatory spending except social security and i've proposed doing away with over 200 programs and 4 


000 wasteful projects and to freeze all other spending the gridlock democrat congress said no so beginning 
tonight so beginning tonight i will enforce the spending freeze on my own and if congress sends me a bill 
spending more than i ask for in my budget i will veto it fast veto it fast faster than copies of millie's book so

should be given the right to check a box on their tax returns so that up to 10 of their payments can go for one 
purpose alone to reduce the national debt [Applause] but but we also but we also need to make sure we we 
need to make sure that congress doesn''t just turn around and borrow more money to spend more money 
and so i will require that for every tax dollar set aside to cut the debt the ceilings on spending will be cut by 
an equal amount and that way that way we will cut both debt and spending and take a whack out of the 
budget deficit my feelings about big government come from my experience i spent half my adult life in the 
private sector my opponent has a different experience he's been in government nearly all his life his passion 
to expand government knows no bounds and he's already proposed and listen to this carefully he has 
already proposed 220 
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he has already proposed 220 billion dollars in new spending along with the biggest tax increase in history 
150 billion dollars and that's just to start he says he wants to tax the rich but folks he defines rich as anyone 
who has a job and you you've heard of the separations of powers well my opponent practices a different 
theory the power of separations government has the power to separate you from your wallet now let me say

prepare our kids for the next century we must have new incentives for research and new training for workers 
small businesses need capital and credit and defense workers need new jobs and i have a plan to provide 
affordable health care for every american 
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every american controlling costs by cutting paperwork and lawsuits and expanding coverage to the poorest

malaise but americans want to know where's proof that we will have better days in washington i'll give you 
150 reasons and that's how many members of congress are expected to leave washington this year summer 
tainted by scandal the voters have bounced them the way they bounce their own checks but others are good 
members republican and democrat and they agree with me the place just doesn't work anymore a hundred 
and fifty new members from both parties will be coming to washington this fall and everyone will have a fresh

there and look out at the blackness of the sky broken only by this sparkling stars above and i would think 
about friends i lost a country i loved and about a girl named barbara and i remember i remember those nights 
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and i remember i remember those nights as clearly as any in my life you know you can see things from up 
there that other people don't see you can see storm clouds rise and then disappear the first hint of the sun 
over the horizon and the first outline of the shore far away and now i know that americans are uneasy today 
there's anxious talk around our kitchen tables but from where i stand i see not america's sunset but a sunrise 
and the world changes for which we've sacrificed for a generation have finally come to pass and with them a 
rare and unprecedented opportunity to pass the sweet cup of prosperity around our american table and are 
we up to it i know we are as i travel our land i meet veterans who once worked the turrets of a tank and can 
now master the keyboards of high-tech economy i see teachers blessed with the incredible american 
capacity for innovation who are teaching our children a new way to learn for a new century and i meet 
parents some working two jobs with hectic schedules who who still find new ways to teach old values to 
steady their kids in a turbulent world and i take heart from what is happening in america not from those who 
profess a new passion for government but from those with an old and enduring faith in the human potential 
those who understand that the genius of america is our capacity for rebirth and renewal america is the land 
where the sun is always peeking over the horizon and tonight i appeal to that unyielding 
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and tonight i appeal to that unyielding undying undeniable american spirit i ask you to consider now that the 
entire world is moving our way why would we want to go back their way i ask not just for your support for my 
agenda but for your commitment to renew and rebuild our nation by shaking up one institution that has 
withstood change for over four decades join me in rolling away the roadblock [Applause] join me in rolling 
away the roadblock at the other end of pennsylvania avenue so that the next four years we will match our 
accomplishments outside by building a stronger safer more secure america inside 44 44 years ago in 
another age of uncertainty a different president embarked on a similar mission his name was harry s truman 
and as he stood before his party to accept their nomination harry truman knew the freedom i know this 
evening the freedom to talk about what's right for america and let the chips fall where they may harry truman 
said this this is more than a political call to arms give me your help not to win votes alone but to win this new 
crusade and keep america safe and secure for its own people well tonight i say to you join me in our new 
crusade to reap the rewards of our global victory to win the peace so that we may make america 
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the peace so that we may make america safer and stronger for all our people may god bless you and may 
god bless the united states of america thank you very much president bush accepting the nomination of the 
republican party tonight for what he hopes will be his election to a second term by invoking the name of a 
man who when he served as president of the united states was announcement for the republican party harry 
s truman the president spoke for almost one minute he thinks about three minutes longer pardon me for 
almost one hour we think about three minutes longer than bill clinton [Applause] there was one striking 
aspect to this speech he talked for about an hour at the republican convention in 1992 and never used the 
word abortion as a matter of fact there was only one sentence in the speech that that referred to this highly 
contentious topic an issue in this campaign he said i believe in the worth of each individual human being 
born or unborn and the audience cheered um but that was the only reference so record balloon drop of 250 
000 balloons altogether will be dropped here and the republicans are quick to point out that the confetti that 
you see in the air biodegradable they say that what we saw in the glitter of madison square garden not 
biodegradable [Applause] big same tonight the world is a safer place for a stronger american economy the 
president has not been able to get on with the job of kickstarting the american economy because he has 
been blocked by congress we'll be hearing a good deal more about that [Music] and that he is experienced 
and eager to get on with the job now of repairing america at home as he takes credit for 





credit for defeating communism abroad i think one of the things that critics will be going over for the next few 
days in the republican party as well is the president was expected to lay out a scheme an architect's plan for 
the next four years he did it in very great detail and i think one of the questions that would be asked was did 
he go into too much detail should he have just given a rough sketch of what the place would look like i'm not 
sure he went as far as four years he did have some tax plans which he said he would have an across-the- 
board tax cut if he had concurrent spending that would match a dollar for dollar by the way to give you one 
good idea of what modern campaigns are like and how well the democrats are organized this time we've

hearing a good deal more about that you should also be aware tonight that there is a report from the iraq 
news agency that iraq has rejected a western plan to create a safe haven for shiite in the southern part of 
that country they say it is a western conspiracy [Applause] this president has said that if they don't comply by 
tuesday there could be military action [Applause] sandy [Applause] 
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[Applause] a lot of people said that the president united states had to give the speech with his life tonight if 
he was to catch up to bill clinton i've never been absolutely certain that that was the case because after all 
we still have more than 70 days between now and the campaign three debates probably lots of television 
advertising all kinds of events that we cannot foresee at this time and the question is did he get this speech 
off in such a form john that he can now begin to mount a credible campaign against people he was set up to 
some degree jack kemp who was no great fan of george bush's ended his speech the other night by saying 
and really suck it to him mr president on thursday night i mean all the people who didn't like him were saying 
this has to be the speech of his life in Knowing george bush i would disagree with the fact that this was the 
speech of his life there have been any number of chants on this floor over the last uh several days four more 
years four more years for president bush and for dan quayle we had a small assemblage here at nbc today 
of the people who've been working on this convention and when john chancellor walked to the front of the 
group they began chanting four more years four more years as well because john has made it clear much to 
my regret that he will be going into retirement next year which means we'll see him every night on nightly 
news but that he has been one of the all-stars a hall of famer when it comes to this business of covering 
american national politics and especially these conventions and a personal note in which to end you're one 
of the reasons that i'm here a big part of it both when i was a young man watching you work and then when 


we had the relationship that we did and this has been a very gratifying experience for me well thank you tom 
thanks to all of you for joining us in our coverage of the republican national convention now let's go to the
